THE ALLEGED SPY AT TOKYO. 


M. Etienne Bougouin, who has been found 
guilty by the Japauese authorities of a charge 
of espionage. isa Frenchman of some distinetion. 
A nalive of ‘Nantes, he was odneated in the 
Military Academy of Saint Cyr, and ‘took part 
in tho war agsiost Germany in: 1870-71 asa 
lientonunt. He was mode prisoner during the 
war, but his gallant: services on the battlefield 
earned him-the ribbon of the Legion of Hononr. 
A fow years later he was sent to Tokyo as 
‘Attaché at the French Legation, but on the 
Spppression of the legution returned to France, 
and resumed his active service in the army. He 
was promoted a captain, and was attached 
suceassively tothe garrisons of Paris and La 
Fieche. Tn Japan he had married an American 
lady, who from tong residence in Tokyo had 
become almost Japanised,. and consequently did 
not accommodate herself easily-to life in France. 
fen yearsago Captain Bongouin fell ill, and 
retired from the army. At the wish of hia wife 
ho returned to Jepan, having commuted his 

nsion aud been promoted an officer of the 
Fogion of Honour. ‘In “Tokyo M. Bougouin 
rovresontad x number of important French 
firms, and also severa! leading French news-
